At  last 
she  was  accused  of  neglecting  her 
little  mes  and  spending  the  time 
which  belonged  o her  la 'inly  in 
“Uging  under  -tree*  and  making 
herscll  rodii  ulous  by  trying  to  write 
poetry."  This  state  of  affairs  final- 
ly culminated  with  an  open  attack 
by  one  of  tile  Christian  belligerents 
at  a meeting  ot  the  church  sewing 
society  held  at  the  house  of  her 
pastor.  The  eyes  ot  the  curious 
had  witched  Mrs.  Brown  as;  after 
the  evening  meal  was  cleared  away 
and  her  babies  put  to  bed.  she 
sought  a quiet  spot  on  top  of  a pret- 
hill n few  rods  from  her  cottage.
